her husband was last legnlly settled ; but if he shall
have had no legal settlement, then sho shall be consid-
ered as scttled in the place whero she was last legally set-
tied before marriage; and every minor who Shall not
have heen cm.mclpated from his or her parents aud
guined a legal settlement in his or her own right, shall
be considered as settled in the place where his or her
parents or surviving parent shull he or have been last
legully scttled.

Sko. 8. The county commissioners of the several
counties in this State shall, by virtue of their oflice,
he superintendents of the poor of their respective
countties ; and it shall be the duty of the hoard of
county commissioners of each county to take charge of
the poor, supported at public expense thercin, aud to
have the management of any poor house, farm, work-
house, or othol place provldcd for the .mcommod.itlon,
support or employment of the poor therein.

Skc. 4. It shall be the duty of the bonrd of county
commissioners of cach county in this State, immedi-
ately after the passage of this act, to provide and at all
times thereafter Leep provided, hy purchase, lease” or
otherwise, a suitable place or pluces for the reception,
proper accommodation, maintenance and support of all
poor persons, for whose maintenance and support such
county shall or may from time to time hecome charge-
able, according to the provisions of this act; and for
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that pmpose it shall be lawful for the board of county
commissioners of any county at any regular mceting
thercof, by resolution, to provide for the purchase or
lense of any such farm, lot or tract of land and huild-
ings within such county, as said hoard may decm neces-
sury and proper for the accommodation and support of
the poor of such county, upon such terms as to time
aidd manner of payment or otherwise as said board may
deem most advantageous to the county, and in accord-
ance with such resolution to negotinte for and purchase
any such farm, lot, or tract of lund and buildings, and
to contract for, and procure the ercction of any such
buildings thereupon ; and the board of county commis-
sioners of cuch county may in its discretion cstablish
and maintain therein a poor farm or work house or both,
for the employment of such poor persons snpported by
such county, as may be able to perform manual labor,
and the expense and cost of providing any such farm,
lot or tract of land and buildings for such poor farm or
work house, and for the reception and accommodation
of the poor, shall be defraycd by a special tax upon the
subjects of taxation in such county, to he assessed, lev-
ied, collected and puid over, in the same manner as
other county taxes are assessed, levied, collected and
paid. Provided, That if in the opinion of the county
commissioners, the number of poor persons in the
county is not sufliciently large to warrant the purchase
or rental of a farm or place for the maintenance of the
poor of the county, they muy provide for their support
in any other way which they may deem judicious and
suitable.

Sec. 5. Whenever u place shall be provided in any
county for the reception and acecommodation of the poor,
according to scetion four of this act, and once in each
yeur thereafter and as often as a vacancy shall occur in
such office, the board of county commissioners of such
county, shall appoint a suitable person, resident of
said county, overseer of the poor of said county,
to perform the duties and exercisc the authority
specified in section seven of this net; the term of ap-
pointment of such overseer shull be one year, and until
his successor in office shall be duly appointed and quali-
fied, unless sooner removed by the board of county

times when required by the board of county commis-
sioners, render to said board a full and acenrate report
of the mmount, kinds and condition of all property
under his ¢are, by virtue of his said office, the number,
names, ages and condition of all persons remaining
under his charge at the date of said report, or who shall
Lave been under his charge during the time covered by
said report, by virtue of his said office, the length of
time each person shall have received support through
him, the amount, of the procecds of any land and work
house under his supervision as such overscer, and of
the proceeds of the labor or employment of any such
poor persons received by him in money or otherwise,

Whenever any county commissioner, or
board of county commissioners shall make an order for
any person or persons to be rececived into the charge
of the overseer of the poor, and supported as herein-
before provided, who shall be unable by reason of sick-
ness, infirmity or otherwise, to proceed to the place
provided for the reception of the poor in said county,
without conveyance uat public expense; said board or
commissioner may in writing direct-any constable or
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city marshal of said county, convenient to the place
where such poor person or persons may be, to take and
convey such person or persons to the place provided
in said county for the reception of suchpoor; and such
direction and the order aforesuid shull be sufficient au-
thority to said constable or marshal to take and convey
such poor person or persons to the place aforesaid, and
he shall be entitled to reasonable compensation for the
necessary time and expense of so doing, to be allowed
by said board and paid out of the county treasury.

Sec. 13. 1In casc application for support or relief
shall be made to a commissioner of the board of coun
commissioners of any county, by or on bebalf of any
person in said county whose legal settlement at the
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time shall be in another county in this State, and
such person shall he so sick, infirm or otherwise dis-
abled as to render it unsafe or inhuman to remove him
or her as provided in the Ilnst preceding scction, and
shall be in actual and immediate need of public relief
or support, it shall he the duty of such county commis-
sioner and of the hoard of county commissioners to
whom such application shall be made, to make an or-
der or grant relicf in the same manner and to the same
effect, and like procecdings shall be thereupon had s
is provided for in sections ten and eleven of this uct;
iind the amount of all proper expenditures and disburs-
ments made by such county in and about the support
and relief of any such sick and infirm person shall consti-
tute a valid legal ¢laim in favor of such county against
the county in which such persen shall have a legal set-
tlement, and shall be allowed by.the hoard of county
commissioners thercof, and be paid out of the trensury
thereof.

Seo. 14. Applications for support or relief may be
made in the first instance to the board of county com-
missioners of any county, and when an application for
relief or support shall hauve been made to a county com-
missioner, and rejected by him, such application may
be renowed before the hoard of county commissioners,
of the same county, and in cither case the said board
shall proceed in the smne manner, as nearly as may be,
as is hereinbefore provided for a county conunissioner
to proceed in case of applicution to him.

Sec. 15. 'When any minor shall become chargeable
upon any county for support, it shall be the duty of the
hoard of county conmunissioners of snid county to bind
such minor as an apprentice to some respectable per-
son, a houscholder of said county, if such person can
be found who will take such minor, by written indent-
ure, which shall e of the same tenor and effect us re-
quired by chapter fifty-five of the public statutes of this
State, and shall be binding upon such minor in like
manner.

Sec. 16. When any person shall die in any county
in this State, leaving insufficient money and cifects to

procure a decent burial of the remains of such deceased
person at the expense of the county.

Sec. 17. Any person who shall send, carry, trans-
port, remove or bring, or who shall cause to be sent, rwaiy for carry-
carried, transported, brought or removed any insane, "% \oa ve-
idiotie, poor or indigent person, from without this State, couat tato anoes.

or from any county within this Stute, to any county in [ 5 d==eds
this State, without legal anthority, and there leave, or
cause to be left, such insane, idiotic, poor or indigent
person, with intent to make such county to which such
removal shall be mude, chargeable with the support or
relief of such insane, idiotic, poor or indigent person,
or who shall entice any such last deseribed person so to
remove, with like intent, shall forfeit the sum of fifty
